It  was  somewhere  within  the  bounds  of  Arme 
nia  that  Noah  and  his  family  disembarked  from 
the  ark.  Tliis  therefore  was  the  second  cradle  of 
the  human  race.  From  this  ^J)ot,  afler  the  fl<Jod, 
there  w'ent  out  over  the  face  of  the  earth  the  firot 
progenitors  of  every  nation. 

An  Armenian,  now  sojourning  in  this  coun¬ 
try,  and  who  has  furnished  ns  with  some  of  the 
ftcts  which  we  purpose  to  stitc  in  this  and  the 
following  sketches  m  reference  to  this  people,  re- 
iriarks  in  a  letter  recently  received,  “That  tlie 
climate  of  tliis  c  untry  is  so  fine  that  it  has  been 
customary  among  the  people  of  the  East,  when 
they  wish  to  eulogize  their  own  climate,  to  use 
the  proverbial  expression,  itisas pureand  health-

salubrity  of  the  climate  is  abundantly  ev  ident  from 
the  robust  and  healthy  appearance  of  its  inha¬ 
bitants.” 

2.  The  Armenians  are  an  interesting  people  in 
their  past  history,  which  reaches  back  to  a  very 
early  period.  Freejuent  allusion  is  made  to  them 
in  tlie  Scriptures.  Isaiah  informs  us  that  Adram- 
melech  andSharezer,  after  assassinating  their  fa¬ 
ther  Sennacherib,  king  of  Assyria,  “  fled  into  the 
land  of  Armenia.” 

This  country,  during  its  early  and  subsequent 
history,  figured  in  the  scenes  in  which  the  neigh-  ! 
boiiring  kingdoms  of  Assyria,  Media  and  Babylon  i 
were  engaged,  either  in  friendly  association  or 
hostile  encounter— sometimes  the  oppressor,  but 
more  frequently  the  oppressed.  It  was  often 
trampled  down  by  the  iron  hoofs  of  Persian,  Gre¬ 
cian  and  Roman  power,  but  Ftill  it  revived  and 
flourished  again.  Alexander  the  Great,  who.se 
empire  absorbed  so  tuany  oriental  monarchies,  laid 
his  grasp  upon  Armenia.  Then  the  Roman  eagle 
was  borne  over  its  mountain  top^.  And  when  the 
power  of  the  Cajsars  began  to  wane,  portions  of 
this  land  were  held  by  the  power  sealed  at  Con- 
sUintinople,  while  another  division  was  under  the 
sway  of  the  Persian  sceptre.  Long  was  this  na¬ 
tion  oppressed  and  trodden  down  by  its  powerful 
neighbours.  About  the  middle  of  the  eleventh 
century,  however,  the  neighbouring  enemies  of 
Armenia  were  crushed  by  a  new  power,  which 


village,  to  destroy  those  whom  they  could  not  con¬ 
vert  to  the  worship  of  fire.  During  the  fifth  cen¬ 
tury  tlic  nobles  of  the  land,  as  well  as  the  Fatlio- 
tirn^innft  Ei«j  loading  clergy,  were  twice  tlmscnrned 
off  in  chains,  and  finally  subjected  to  martyrdom. 
The  fires  of  persecution  were  continually  kindW 
by  the  bigotry  of  Magi-ism,  until  the  Magi  tlieni- 
selves  were  swept  away  by  the  besom  of  the  Sa¬ 
racen  destruction,  and  Persia  became  a  province  m 
the  empire  of  the  Kalifs  of  Mohammed.  And  then 
again  the  Church  of  Christ  in  Armenia  had  lo  con¬ 
tend  with  the  power  of  the  false  prophet.  Thw 
country  suffered  in  its  religious  character  ei- 
trernely  from  being  made  the  bone  of  contention  bv 
the  rival  powers  of  Constantinople  and  Damarcui'. 
being  claimed  by  both  and  defended  by  neither 
made  the  constant  scene  and  seat  of  war,  and  al¬ 
most  equally  devastated  by  the  ortliodo.v  Greek? and 
the  infidel  Arabs.  And  we  must  not  here  forget  to 
speak  of  the  terrible  desolation  it  suffered  under 
the  hand  of  Abbas  the  great,  a  Persian  monarch. 
In  order  to  defend  the  borders  of  lN*rsia  against 
the  Turks,  he  coolly  determined  lodraw  through 
Armenian  broad  entrenchment  of  peifect  desert. 
Its  unoffending  inhabitants,  after  leaving  llieir 
lioueoo,  and  otter  eooing  ©very  vcotigc  of  cultivation 
and  of  their  homes  obliterated,  were  collected  in 
the  plain  of  Arrarat  and  driven  like  so  many  cattle 
to  Persia.  Husbands  and  wives,  parents  and  chil¬ 
dren,  were  separated.  Multitude.s  were  drowned 
in  the  .Aras,  and  others  subjected  to  the  cniellr 
and  lust  of  the  soldiery. 

This  king  is  said  to  have  removed  by  force  five 
hundred  thousand  Georgians  and  Armenian.?  into 
Persia;  and  on  one  occasion  to  have  carried  off 
fifty  thousand  Armenians  into  a  distant  province 
where  a  deadly  climate  swept  off  every  ^oul. 

These  facts  are  a  key  to  open  to  us  the  reason 
why  the  Armenians  of  the  present  day  arc  a  .‘a:at- 
tcred  race.  The  only  surprise  we  feel,  after  study¬ 
ing  their  history,  is,  that  so  many  of  them  arc  still 
found  in  their  native  country. 


The  INSrRUME.XTAL  MEANS  OF  OCR  Jl.sTIFIC*-

tiling  with  it  is  to  preacli  another  Gospel, — “Sirs,  ■ 
what  nui.st  1  d  i  to  be  saved  !  And  they  said,  be¬ 
lieve  on  the  liurd  Jesu.s  Christ,  and  thou  shall  be 
saved.” 

To  tell  a  man,  as  some  do,  who  is  seeking  for 
the  ble.ssing  of  jii.slification,  that  he  can  obtain  it 
by  faith,  and  obedience,  is  not  only  to  contradict 
the  testimony  of  God’s  word,  but  tlie  standards  of 
our  own  Church,  which  every  where  represents 
faith  as  the  only  instrument  of  a  sinner’s  justifica¬ 
tion. 

But  while  faith  is  thus  honoured,  it  of  itself  is 
not  regarded  as  at  all  meritorious.  Wliile  it  must 
be  a  living  faith  that  justifies,  a  faith  that  works 
by  love,  and  is  productive  of  the  fruits  of  holiness. 

It  docs  not  justify  on  account  of  these,  as  its  fruits 
and  attendants:  or  through  them,  as  instrumental 
with  itself.  In  the  office  of  justifying  it  wholly  re-  j 
nounces  them  :  yea,  it  renounces  even  itself,  so  far  j 
as  it  is  a  virtue  or  work  within  us.  It  operates  ' 
simply  and  alone  as  the  hand  by  which  we  embrace 
the  righleeusness  of  Christ.  As  the  Homily  of  Salva¬ 
tion  says,  — “  Our  faith  in  Christ,  which  doth  justi¬ 
fy  u-',  as  it  were  saith  unto  us :  It  is  not  I  that  take 
away  your  sins,  but  it  is  Christ  only  :  and  to  him 
only  1  send  you  for  that  purpose,  forsaking  herein 
all  your  good  virtues,  words,  thoughts,  and  works, 
and  only  putting  your  trust  in  Christ.” 

We  conclude  this  article  to-day  with  an  extract 
from  Hooker’s  second  Sermon  on  St.  Jude,  as  in  j 
strict  keeping  with  the  subject  we  have  discussed,  1 
and  forms  a  very  appropriate  practical  application  of  1 
It.  We  shall  probably  hereafter  again  refer  to  j 
some  of  the  testimonies  that  Bishop  Mcllvainehas  ' 
adduced  from  the  Fathers  of  the  English  Church

somewhat  subsided,  Mr.  Moore,  a  missionary  here, 
conceived  a  design  of  forming  an  .Asylum  for  the 
unfortunate  children  who  were  left  wholly  desti¬ 
tute  and  unprotected.  Two  large  rtiinetl  build¬ 
ings,  a  few  miles  from  the  cantonments,  were  se¬ 
lected  (one  for  the  boys,  the  other  for  the  girls,) 
which  were  put  in  repair,  and  separate  establish¬ 
ments  were  ibrmed  for  each.  They  are  at  present 
supported  by  private  contribution  and  by  the  sur¬ 
plus  funds  raised  during  the  famine,  but  foreign 

ab^lutelv  necoMrarv  for  its  mainlenanre. 
and  1  leel  sure  that  an  appeal  to  good  frienos 
would  not  be  mkde  in  vain.  Do  try  to  stir  them 
all  up  in  behalf  of  this  most  interesting  establish¬ 
ment,  and  see  if  you  cannot  bring  a  few  contribu¬ 
tions  to  its  aid,  as'^c  subscriptions  here  are  in¬ 
sufficient  to  carry  out  the  design  of  ihe  originators 
of  the  scheme.  I  he  cliildrcn  are  all  brought  up 
in  the  Christian  faith,  every  species  of  trade,  handi¬ 
craft,  and  manual  employment,  are  taught,  to  ren¬ 
der  them  independent;  and  if  this  Institution  meets 
with  the  encouragement  it  deserves,  we  may  hope 
some  of  these  days  for  the  formation  of  an  exten¬ 
sive  Christian  colony  in  the  very  heart  of  Pagan¬ 
ism,  w’hich  perhaps  will  have  a  more  beneficial 
effect  in  producing  a  change  in  the  heathen,  than 
any  other  means  that  could  possibly  be  adopted. 
On  visiting  the  Asylum,  we  saw  little  creatures, 
some  of  them  apparently  not  more  than  six  or  seven 
years  old,  working  as  carpenters,  blacksmiths, 
cotton  or  worsted  weavers,  carpet  manufacturers, 
tailors,  &:c.,  whilst  a  few  blind  boys  w  ere  employ¬ 
ed  in  grinding  corn  for  bouse  consumption.  In  fact, 

I  have  never  befo  e  witnessed  such  a  scene  of  ac¬ 
tivity  and  industry  in  India,  and  the  children  ap¬ 
peared  as  happy  as  the  day  is  long,  evincing,  too, 
a  sort  of  independence  quite  foreign  to  the  natives 
generally. 

Considering  that  the  Institution  is  quite  in  it.« 
infancy,  it  is  really  surprising  to  see  the  profici¬ 
ency  these  children  have  aetjuired  in  their  various 
departments.  We  heard  two  or  three  classes  n?ad 
the  New  Testament,  and  barring  a  little  native 
accent,  they  acquitted  themselves  fully  as  well  as 
Englisli  cliihlreti  of  the  same  age  would  do,  and 
have,  I  should  say,  proved  themselves  to  be  far 
more  apt  and  quicker  scholars.”

Why,  there  is  no  Methoilist  Episcopal  Church  in 
England  at  all.  The  Methodist  Society  in  Eng¬ 
land,  claims  only  to  be  a  Society  within  the  pale  of 
the  Church  of  England,  as  the  Jesuits  ore  a  society 
within  the  pale  of  the  Catholic  Church.  If  it  be 
alleged  that  the  .Melhorlist  Society  are  not  acknowl- 
eged  by  the  Church  of  England,  it  will  not  be 
forgotten  that  the  order  of  Jesuits  have  been  .sup¬ 
pressed  by  the  Dope.  It  seems,  however,  that  the 
latter  have  been  restored,  and  so  our  friends  in 
England  s?em  to  be  getting  high  in  favor  with  the 
English  Establishnien’ ;  yet  we  owe  them  no  al 
legiance;  we  send  them  no  books  to  be  sanctioned 
before  we  venture  to  use  them  in  our  schools;  in 
short,  we  do  not  admit  their  right  to  dictate  to  us 
in  any  matter  whatever.  It  is  in  this  country 
only,  that  there  exists  any  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church.”
